Nguansan believes that the number of 


gun related incidents are in fact indic- 
ative of Thailand’s current troubles 
and won’t improve until the economy 
does. 

Officer Samsak-said “Yoğ Mave;to 
take into account the economical is- 
sues; if the young Thai men have no 
money, then what can they do?” 

There were 9 cases of gun relat- 
ed crime in February 2010, 11 less 
than in January 2009 and 20 cases in 
March of this year, compared to 28 in 
the same month of last year. 

Fewer tourists are travelling to 


Thailand because of the ongoing po- 
litical instability in Bangkok and this 
is compounding the desperate situ- 
ation that Officer Samsak believes 
many young Thai men are in. 

To own a gun in Thailand, you need 
a license and although many of these 
men have ownership licenses, most of 
them don’t have the license required 
to carry it in public and so are there- 
fore breaking the law.

Palad Wilairat the Deputy 
Chief of Muang District of- 
fice said, “In Phuket we have 
never allowed any foreigner 
to own a gun, but it does 
theoretically depend on each 
District Chief.” 

Khun Palad said that gun 
registration along with the 
numbers of gun crimes have 
been falling of late, “This 
year’s number of gun regis- 
trations has decreased by 70% 
compared to last year’s.” 

It took our squirrel-hating 
reader three months to re- 
ceive his licence, but it can 
take more depending on the 
type of gun you desire.

HE EVASON Phuket 
Six Senses Spa in 
Rawai was held up as 
a shining example of the most 
active environmentally friend- 
ly hotel on the island out of 52 
other hotels on the island at a 
meeting between the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Qual- 
ity Promotion (DEQP) and 
different hotels last month. 
Siwapol Laolada the envi- 
ronmental officer of the hotel 
said, “We make compost from 
food waste, and collect wood 
and other organic waste that 
we then use as bio-mass fuel. 
For the remaining oil, we use 
bio-diesel for machines. This 
helps us decrease our expens- 





es by about 60% per month.” 

Jeab Waranthorn Patyarak, 
the founder of Big Bin — a 
Thai organisation leading a 
campaign to encourage peo- 
ple in Thailand to recycle 
more- was also in Phuket 
earlier this month to speak 
to schoolchildren and with 
officers from the Thalang 
Social Development Depart- 
ment about environmental 
issues. 

Khun Jeab said, “We cur- 
rently have only fifteen vol- 
unteers (all located in Chiang 
Mai) who go and train staff 
and interested parties in how 
to seperate trash and explain 
how it can be changed into 
eco-friendly products around 
the world.” 


Here’s how it works: envi- 
ronmentally concerned citi- 
zens are issued with a Big Bin 
loyalty card and their individ- 
ual journey to a cleaner and 
greener existence begins. 

A Big Bin mobile collection 
truck will then drive around 
collecting recyclable trash in 
exchange for Big Bin points!

The 
bubbles are generated and 
infused in a water flow by 
using a special micro bubble 
shower head. 

The technology was first 
invented to clean the Sa- 
gami Lake in Japan and af- 
ter locals and scientists saw 
the positive effects, it was 
adapted and used to heal and 
deep clean the skin cells. 

“Its very popular in Ja- 
pan,” beams the youthful 
looking 60-year old Tetsuo, 
“Women go and have the 
treatment in Beauty Salon 
Association clinics, but it 
was my daughter Makiko’s 
idea to open a spa.” 

The Suse family thus hope 
that combining Japanese 
technology with traditional 
Thai massage and spa treat- 
ments will be a winning for- 
mula.

Is there any form of sur- 
gery that you disagree with 
doing? Are there any ethi- 
cal considerations to make 
before accepting or re- 
jecting a client’s request? 
Before a client comes to 
our hospital, we will have 
typically been in contact for 

many months 
to clarify eve- 
rything and 
make sure 
they know 
what they are 
doing. We 
will also ask 
them to make 
sure that they 
want to do the 
surgery and 
check that they 
are both physically and fi- 
nancially ready. 

We reject any surgical 
operations that may affect 
the long term effects of peo- 
ple’s health like stomach 
operations. This is because 
the client might be in the 
care of a doctor for a long 
time which will cost them a 
lot of money. If something 
goes wrong then this will 





ultimately spoil our reputa- 
tion. 

Why do people want to 
change the way they look? 
It is up to each individual. If 
they are unhappy or uncon- 
fident with their look then I 
it’s ok.

I ordered 
a half portion of Poached 
Salmon Fillet (395/ full por- 
tion 495 baht) with lobster- 
dill sauce white wine, which 
although is from Norway, 
still supports my point, I 
think. It comes with deli- 
cious poached shrimp and 
vegetables. 

With so many restaurants 
to choose from in Phuket, 
or even just on the stretch 
in front of Surin beach why 
would anyone come to Taste 
restaurant? Jade replied with 
confidence, “It’s really the 
best food, Martin is an ex- 
quisite chef, He has a real 
passion for cooking which 
really shows.”

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Corporate 
Income Tax for 
companies 


T IS essential for a busi- 
nessman to know the differ- 
ent corporate income tax rates 
of a Thai and foreign company. 

To start with then, it helps to know 
what the differences between a Thai 
company, a company registered un- 
der Thai laws and a foreign company 
are. 

Thai Company: A Thai company 
generally pays up to 30% tax on their 
net profit. Some types of companies, 
such as small businesses with a paid- 
up capital of less than 5 million baht, 
are entitled to between 15-30% rate 
reduction. 

Foreign Company: A foreign com- 
pany conducting business in Thailand, 
whether it has a branch, an office, an 
employee or an agent in Thailand will 
pay 30% tax on profit deriving from 
business in Thailand. 

An international transportation 
company shall pay a 3% tax rate on 
gross receipts. 

Foreign Company Abroad: A for- 
eign company that does have business 
premises in Thailand will be subject to 
withholding tax on certain categories 
of income derived within Thailand. 
The withholding tax rates may be fur- 
ther reduced or exempted depending 
on types of income under the provision 
of the Double Taxation Agreement. 
Rates: 

Remittance of profits 10% 

Dividends 10% 

Other income such as interests, 
royalties, capital gains, rents and pro- 
fessional fees 15% 

Tax Registration: A foreign com- 
pany operating abroad but within 
Thailand must apply for a tax iden- 
tification number from the Revenue 
Department. An application form 
(Lor Por 10.3) together with other 
relevant documents i.e. a copy of a 
company’s registration license, house 
registration, etc should be submitted 
to the Area Revenue Office. 

Tax Treaties to Avoid Double Taxa- 
tion: Thailand has concluded tax 
treaty agreements with 51 countries- 
including Australia, Austria, Bang- 
ladesh, Belgium, Bulgaria, Canada, 
China P.R., Cyprus, Czech Republic, 
France, Germany, Hong Kong, India, 
Indonesia, Israel, Italy, Japan, Korea, 
Laos, Malaysia, United Arab Emir- 
ates, UK and the USA among others. 

A Thai or Foreign Company operat- 
ing in Thailand must submit their tax 
returns and payments twice a year. 

The amount of tax due shall be half 
of the entire year projection of the 
company’s annual net profit.
